A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U .S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Zalobsky argued that Handwerker does not teach hold-downs 
and tensioners that can adjust a distance between the hold-downs. The Examiner explains that the hold-downs are the 
ballasting members 53 and that if one was to pull on the tensioners 45,46,T, it would move these ballasting members, 
hence, adjust their distance and influence the base's perimeter. Upon further reviewing Handwerker (which at the time 
of the interview, the Examiner did not mentioned), col. 4, lines 21-25,33-36,42-45, state that the strap 45 can be looped 
one or more times around tire T to secure the tire T to the cover, to which tensioned the cover. In addition, in this 
excerpt, Handwerker further teaches that the strap 45 is secured to an anchor driven into the ground, thus, the strap 45 
can be considered as the tensioners and the anchors (as stated in col. 4, lines 42-45) can be considered as the hold- 
downs, tho which the tensioners definitely influence the anchors by adjusting the anchors distance. Mr. Zalobsky asked 
if there is any suggestion to amend the claim language to overcome Handwerker and the Examiner stated that Mr. 
Zalobsky has to further defined the tensioners, each being a strap having first and second ends, the first end fastened 
to the base and the second end having VELCRO or the like which loops around a loop member to tie back to a portion 
along the strap where the VELCRO or the like is attached. 
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
